published , approved and confirmed by the Central Govern 
ment as required by sub-section ( 1) of Section 284 of the 
suid Act , namely : 

1. In these bye -luve, unless there is anything repugnant 
in to subject or context ; 
(11 ) " Rickshaw " means a tricycle of a special type 

propelled by human labour for carrying passen 

gers , 
(b ) “ Driver " means the person who propels è rick 

shaw . 
2. The Executive Officer shall be the Licensing Officer, 
and any officer authorised by the Cantonment Board , shull 
Act as a Licensing Inspector for the purpose of those bye . 
laws. 

3. No person shall beep uny rickshaw , or permit any rick 
show of which ho is the owner, to ply for hire, within the 
limit of the Cartonnent except under a license granted 
in this behalf by the Cantonment Board . 

4 . A license under bye - law 3 shul], on any application of 
the Proprietor of a rickshaw and on paynent of a fee of 
rupices fifteen per amum , be issued by the Licensing 
Officer , in the form specified in the Appendix to these bye 
laws.

(e ) the rickshaw is approved by the Executive Officor . 

Licenses issued under bye -law 4 shall be numbered 
serially and tho number of the license shall be painted in 
English and Hindi in 4 to 5 inches figures prominently at 
the buck of the rickshaw on payment of cost by the 
Proprietor, 

7 . Where a license is refused the reason for such refusal 
shall be recorded on the application for u license . 

8 . Tho number of persons to be carried in a rickshaw 
shall not exceed two adults and one clild under ten years 
of age , and the weight of the luggage carried shall not 
exceed ton seers .
